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Reasonable Requests of 
Citizens To Be Met At 
Zoning Hearings

The City of Sierra Madre now 
has no protection whatever 
against the establishment of any 
sort of undesirable land usage in 
any part of the city, and can 
have none until the adoption by 
the city council of the Master 
Plan which has been formulated 
by the planning commission and 
presented to the city council for 
action. 

As the plan stands it represents 
a vast amount of study by mem¬ 
bers of the commission, some of ! 
whom have resided in Sierra 
Madre for many years, and are 
therefore fully conversant with 
the development of the city to 
date, and hence in some mea¬ 
sure qualified to attempt to con¬ 
trol the future development of 
the comunity for the best inter¬ 
ests of the town as a whole. 

The Master Plan as it stands, ' 
and according to the provisions 
of the State Planning Act, is| 
merely a basis upon which to 
work in the development of a 
permanent zoning or land use or¬ 
dinance. This Plan can remain in 
ef.ect for a maximum of six 
months only, during which it must 
be reduced to a written ordinance, 
or in the terminology of the 
State Plannnig Act it must be 
precised. 

During this period consideration 
can be given to the wishes of 
property owners and other inter¬ 
ested parties, changes may be 
made, and the entire Master Plan 
revised until the final result is 
acceptable to the community. Be¬ 
fore the Planning Commission 
presents the precised Plan and 
land use ordinance to the city 
council for action it must by law 
hold at least two public hearings, 
at least 10 days apart, which 
hearings must be duly advertised. 

The City of Sierra Madre since 
the old zoning ordinance has been 
declared without effect, is en¬ 
tirely without protection as re¬ 
gards land use until the council 
enacts the Master Plan as a tem¬ 
porary measure. There is now no 
effective means by which the ad¬ 
ministration can prevent the 
establishment of occupancies and 
land uses which may prove ex¬ 
tremely detrimental to the com¬ 
munity in the long run, and once 
established these non-conforming 
uses may continue indefinitely. 
Any property owner who may be 
dissatisfied with the classifica¬ 
tion shown on the MastW Plan 
as presented to the city council, 
will be aforded ample * oportunity 
by the Planning Commission to 
appear and state his case during 
the progres of the work of pre¬ 
cising the Master Plan. 

Space prohibits outlining the 
various lines of reasoning fol¬ 
lowed by members of the Plan- j 
ning Commission in arriving at 
the present Master Plan classifi¬ 
cations. However any interested 
property owner can discuss his j 
case before the commission and 
outline his reasons for desiring j 
to change these classifications as 
they may affect his holdings. 

It is inevitable that in attempt¬ 
ing to formulate any sort of land 
use ordinance some opposition 
will be encountered. Some of this 
opposition has been found to be 
entirely justified, and in such 
cases the planning commission 
has not hesitated to make the ap¬ 
propriate changes. In many other 
cases the protests have been 
found to have very little merit, 
and represent in many cases a 
complete lack of understanding 
of the aims of the planning com¬ 
mission, and of the limited au¬ 
thority conferred upon it by the 
State Planning Act. 

In arriving at the Master Plan 
classifications the planning com¬ 
mission has recognized the fact 
that Sierra Madre is highly indi¬ 
vidual in character, and that 
many of the problems arising in 
the larger communities, or where 
interests are more diverse, do not 
aptly obtain. On the other hand, 
this city being primarily a home 
town, as much of the area as 
possible has been classified for 
single-family residence use. 

Surrounding the R-l or single- 
family residence districts, and 
acting as a buffer between them 
and the purely business district 
have been interposed the various 
multiple occupancy classifications. 
These zones of multiple occupancy 
have their place in any well bal¬ 
anced land use plan, inasmuch as 
it is manifestly impractical to re¬ 
strict the growth of any modem 
city to those who are willing to 
make the rather heavy initial in¬ 
vestment in a home of their own. 

There are many people who 
would be valuable additions to any 
community, but who would rather 
find adequate rental accommo¬ 
dations, close to public transpor¬ 
tation facilities and schools, than 
to assume the responsibility of 
ownership of their own homes. 
Many property owners who al¬ 
ready have their own homes 
established, and who own prop¬ 
erty close into the business dis^ 
trlct would like the privilege ot 


Next Week 

Council To Hear Views On 
Master Plan. — Canyon 
Mattoon Campaign Ends 

Sierra Madre's proponed new 
zoning ordinance will get a lot 
of attention next week. Monday 
night the city planning commis¬ 
sion will resume its conference 
with zoning experts of the region¬ 
al planning commission, at which 
precising of the land-luse plan ap-' 
proved by the commission will be 
continued. This is a matter of de¬ 
tail, and the commission plans no 
further hearings until after city 
council passes on the Master Plan 
following a public hearing to be 
held by the council Wednesday 
evening. 

The council will hold its regu¬ 
lar meeting Tuesday evening and 
read whatever protests have been 
submitted to it in writing before 
referring them to the planning 
commission. It is not planned to 
hold any public hearing on zon¬ 
ing at this session. A report will 
likely be submitted from the Can¬ 
yon Park property owners who 
are hopeful their efforts to un¬ 
load the Mattoon assessments will 
have been assured by Monday, 
which is the last day for canyon 
residents to fulfill their obliga¬ 
tions in order to get rid of the 
burden. Officers of the property 
owners' organization were cheer¬ 
ful last night over the prospect 
that their campaign has been suc¬ 
cessful ,but declared they were 
without definite information as to 
the number of citizens who have 
posted their deposits. 

A large audience is expected at 
Wednesday’s hearing by the coun¬ 
cil on the planning commission's 
Master Plan, with the probability 
that demands will be renewed for 
a reduction in the zones created 
by the plan for two and multiple- 
family dwellings.

erecting income producing units 
instead of the conventional single¬ 
family dwelling which in many 
cases does not return an adequate 
profit on the investment when 
leased or rented. 

It has been the planning com¬ 
mission’s aim to classify property 
in such a manner that the pro¬ 
gressive growth of the city will 
be so balanced that no "freezing” 
of property will result. When any 
given piece of property or district 
is misclassified the usual result 
is to freeze it, or to prevent its 
use because of restrictions. This 
can happen in a number of ways 
such as the restriction of prop¬ 
erty adjoining a business or in¬ 
dustrial district to residential 
uses, or vice versa, zoning prop¬ 
erty which should logically be 
residential for business purposes. 
In either case the owner of the 
property is penalized because of 
the impracticability of utilizing it 
as classified. 

The city planning commission 
has no vestige of authority nor 
has It any desire to disturb any 
existing land use, which has been 
established in the past. Such land 
use can continue indefinitely even 
though It may be located in an¬ 
other classification or zone. 
Ownership may be transferred 
without any prejudice of rights 
whatever. 

Federal Housing Administration 
authorities in many cases will not 
authorize loans on property which 
Is not located in a district having 
a well balanced zoning ordinance. 
The reason for this is obvious, 
since the loan is made for a long 
term; and unless the location is 
quaranteed against the future en¬ 
croachment of undesirable ad 
jacent land usage the value of 
the property as secured at some 
future date remains proble¬ 
matical. 

It therefore is mandatory on 
the planning commission and and 
on the city council to expedite 
passage of the Master Plan, and 
to make every effort to complete 
the precising of this plan at as 
early a date as possible in order 
to avoid as much uncertainly and 
^convience to citizens and prop- 
[Wty owners as possible.

Mr. Lacy’s nominating petition, 
on view during the meeting, 
showed that some of his local
